“Japan Unmasked,” by Hallett 
Abend. New York: Ives Wash- 
burn, $3. 


HALLETT Abend, veteran 
“New York Times” correspon- 
dent in China, has joined the 
long trek of. journalists in 
foreign posts who have been re- 
turning: to the United States 
during the last year. é 

Mr Abend had a special reason. 
for quitting his base in Shang- 
hai, from which he had surveyed 
the Chinese scene .for many 
‘years, Japanese secret agents, 
who were - becoming steadily 
more arrogant and unrestrained 
and who often operated without 
the knowledge or approval of the 
regular Japanese: military and 
civilian authorities, had spied on 
and terrorised his servants, bur- 
gled his apartment, subjected 
him on one occasion to physical 
violence, and were daily threa- 
tening him over’ the telephone. 

He decided that the time had

Since the Rukso-German war broke 
out the Japanese have been wonder- 
ing how und why thelr Forelgn 
Minister, Mr Matsuoka, who went 
4o Berlin to. strengthen. the Axis, 
should have signed o pact on 
April 13 in Moscow which weakened 
it, and done it apparently with the 
full knowledge and approval of 


| Hiller, who must at that tlme have 


already mado his plans for the Jn- 
vasion of Russia, : . 


The kaleidoscopic changes In Ger- 
man policy, to which Jaounese states- 
men have vallantly tried to conform, 
natumlly makes them dizzy. They 
have not yet got uscd to the idea of 
proclaiming undying friendship one 
dny to anather nation and then try- 
Ing to destroy it the next. There can 
be no continulty..of policy in Japan 
so long an this Axis agreement stands, 
since German policy, on which 
Japan's is based, js purely op- 
portunist, : 

The question now ratsed is whether 
Japan will yo south, not In the sense 
she intended some months ago, to 
the Netherland East Indies, but to 
Indo-China, To that extent. she has 
contracted her ambitions, but she 
cannot’ be sure that such an occupa- 
tlon may not provoke the same te- 
sponse as the more direct attack on 
the Netherland East Indies, There 
have becn toa many occupations of 
strategic positions with a view to 
later attack for such an act to be 
allowed to pass unchallenged, and 
that may not mean mere verbal pro- 
test. It would depend on what view 
‘the Allies hold about strategic posl- 
tlons in the Far East—that is whether 
they thought their own security was 
threatened by any ndvance to the 
south at all, : 

But the position of Japan in the 
event of a movement south is not 
muide easier by the position. in 
Siberia. If she became_involved in 
‘war with the Allies, then acrial at- 
tacks on Osaka, Tokyo: and Kobe 
would be the ordér of the day. It 
was in 1937 that the Russians announ- 
eed that a bomber had flown 7151S 
miles due East of Vindivostock and 
back again, The significance of the 
statement Jay in the fact that this 
was exnetly the “distance from 
Viadivostock to Tokyo. 

It is na wonder that Cabinet 
ebangtes are taking place in Japan. 


BOMBING POLICY. 


The Prime Minister's speech jn the 
County Hall of the L.C.C. was dell- 
vered with the usual vigour and In- 
cisiveness, but. it was not so much 
what he sald ds the manner in which 
hig statements were received by the 
assembled Councillors thut left u very 
deep impression. Especially was this 
the case when he put before them 
the suggestion made by some that a 
truce should be called to this bomb- 
ing of cities.
